But, whatever Chiang was, he 
failed despite all the help he had. 
His armies deserted. His generals 
sold out. About two-thirds of all 
the weapons and supplies sent 
the Chinese by the United States 
went almost directly into Commu- 
nist hands. Some of it was never 
unpacked. The Japanese, even, 
Mought a not_ inconsiderable 
amount of it before the end of 
their war. 

There are things admirable 
about him. He has courage, for 
one thing, a great amount of it, 
But, he had the old feudal view- 
point, and -wherever he con- 
quered, he brought no reform. 
He conquered by arms and he 
held on as long as he could by 
force of arms.

The moment we _ use 
Chiang’s troops then we have cf- 
ficially engaged in a war with the 
government of China and the 
Soviets will come in with air- 
power and submarines as they 
have not yet done. Chiang has 
been trying to maneuver us into 
a war in China because only this 
can bail him out. 

To say we are responsible for 
the toppling of Chiang’s rotten 
structure is false. 

All these events in the Orient 
are’a part of the great pattern of 
nationalism in those regions. It is 
folly for us to view China as an 
isolated incident and accept the 
blame. 

Any. approach to China must 
be direct, and not via Chiang. If 
we take the latter’route then we 


may as well forget about the 


Orient and Asia and concentrate 
on what is-left of Europe. ss

NEW YORK, "Dec. 124-(AP)—It was a cold, grey day 
when Navy’s football team took the field against mighty 
Army Dec. 2 at Philadelphia’s Municipal Stadium: - 


The 
Black Knights of the Hudson were 
unbeaten and untied, one of the 
ranking teams in the nation. 

Navy’s staunchest supporters in 
the crowd of 103,000, which in- 
cluded President Truman, had lit- 
tle hope. The Middies had won 
only two of their games all year, 
were 2l-point underdogs in this 
final, star-spangled game. 

Two hours later the stands of 
the huge stadium rocked with 
the cheers of the fans, hailing 
modern football’s greatest upset.

It ought to be done. The longer the 
delay the greater the danger. It might be 
too late already in so far as Western Eu- 
rope is concerned. And if Western Europe 
goes, the task of defeating communism 
will be increased tenfold. 

The proclamation of a state of emér- 
gency would have little practical effect, 
but the psychological impact would be 
great. It would have a favorable effect 
upon the public which is deeply concerned 
over the reluctance of Government offi- 
cials to face realities of our predicament. 

The facts, briefly, are these: Russia, 
acting through Communist China, has re- 
vealed she is ready or near ready to fight. 
All of our available fighting forces, except 
two divisions in Germany, are tied up in 
Korea. Western Europe, with its great 
steel and machine tool and other industrial 

lants, is wide open to Soviet conquest. 
he Russians can take over at their own 
pleasure. Our own frontiers are vul- 
nerable. : 


Need for Expressway 
Completion Is Urged 


There are two good reasons why the 
Bond Commission’s resolution yesterday 
calling for quick completion of as many 
parts of the expressway as possible ought 
to be acted upon vigorously. 

One is that the people have been wait- 
ing for more than four years for, the traffic 
relief which the completed expressway 
promises. But so far, as Frank H. Neely 
pointed out in submitting the resolufion, 
the expressway is of parts and pieces. No 
single leg is ready for public use. The 
bond issue to pry for the expressway was 
voted Aug. 14; 1946. 

The second reason is that the tense 
international situation and coming full 
mobilization may prohibit a long-drawn- 
out construction program. In short, un- 
less the ane , or as many segments 
as possible, is completed quickly it may 
not be completed at all. | 

Certainly the City and County ought to 
devote all their energies to finishing the 
project in the priority order contained in 
the resolution. There can be no thought 
of diverting funds for other purposes, 
however worthy they may be. 

In some instances, as Mr. Neely de- 
scribed, only the matter of an overpass or 
a short stretch of paving lies in the way 
of completion of a leg of the expressway. 
In other cases much more needs to be 
done. 

The resolution considers all the factors 
involved in laying down priorities for 
completion. It calls first for finishing the 
west by-pass. Next in order would come 
the limited access road from Spring across 
the Peachtrees to Courtland and Baker, 
the northwest :leg to Howell Mill Read, 
the south leg, the northeast leg, the con- 
nector via the Jones Avenue bridge, the 
Hunter Street viaduct from Spring Street 
east, and the connection between the north 
and south expressways. 

That is the logical order. Let us quit 
fretting over petty details, over diversion 
of funds and over proposed new: links in 
the system. Let us get the job done. Else 
it is entirely possible we shall find con- 
struction stopped by war priorities and the 
uncompleted expressway will remain a 
ghost to remind us of our folly. 

The attitude of City and County offi- 
cials toward immediate action on the ex- 
pressway will’ indicate the evaluation 
which they put on public welfare and the 
wishes of the people.

sae. “tempt to get school forces to join them in an 
i wo all-out raid on anticipated new State funds. The 
Georgia Highway Association has sent letters to all school super- 
intendents in the State urging them to get their legislators: ¢o 
vote to earmark gasoline funds for highways. Some of the school 
superintendents are coming out against this. 


The highway people say they are anxious to see the Minimum 
Foundation Program for Education financed, and, in exchange 
for this _backscratching, they think the school people ‘should feel 
equally as interested in seeing that the highways are improved. 
The school forces say they do favor good roads, particularly for 
school busses, but they fear that earmarking gasoline taxes for 
roads wouldn’t leave enough money for the schools and other 
necessary functions. : 


The budget message being prepared by Governor Talmadge 


won't recommend a budget sufficient to earmark gasoline funds 


for roads nor to finance the full requests of the school forces for 
the Minimum Foundation Program. The proposed co-ordinated 
sales and income taxes won’t produce enough money, if it: reaches 
the $175,000,000 mark in three years. 

It will miss raising enough money to earmark gas funds for 
roads by $10,000,000, and it will fall $13,000,000 short of financing 
what school people say are the present needs of the Minimum 
Foundation Program. 


Veterans’ Interests One of the best things the State Vet- 
erans Service Department has done 


is to proteet the interests of veterans sent to the Milledgeville 
State Hospital. Pete Wheeler, of the department, said that an 
agent has been stationed in the hospital to seek out veterans and 
see that they get the benefits to which they are entitled. This 
agent has found some 250 veterans in this mental institution. 

Wheeler reports that many of these disabled heroes are en- 
titled to treatment in veterans hospitals, and requests will be 
made to transfer them to the federally financed hospitals. This, 
Veterans Service Board Vice Chairman Robert Garner points out, 
will make available more State-financed beds for nonveterans at 
Mulledgeville. 

Speaking of veterans programs, State Director Billy Barrett 
quotes Veterans Administration reports to show that Georgia 
veterans have received a total of $236,966,042 in subsistence allow- 
ances since 1946. The number of veterans receiving educational 
training and benefits has increased from 286 in 1945 to 52,732, 
Barrett says.

and retail dealers. The producer should be per- 
mitted to sell his products at whatever the mar- 
ket offers, but from theré on to the consumer 
the profits should be restricted to a normal level. 
This would encourage production, and would 
eliminate those disgraceful evil, black markets. 

There are, no doubt, ampte records available 
to ascertain approximately the percentage of 
profit processors and sellers of foods have made 
during the period July 1, 1946, to July 1, 1950. 
This could be used as a.yardstick for fixing 
profits during periods of emergency. It will not 
be hard to detect profit excess where it occurs. 
In fact, competition will just about hold all small 
concerns in line, and enforcement agents could 
give most of their time to keeping the big boys 
in line. 

The main object to achieve is abundant pro- 
duction. If we can maintain ample food pro- 
duction it will go a long way toward enabling 


this nation to win any war in which we may

Calmer Counsels Now Prevail 


WASHINGTON—A frontal clash on foreign policy between Senate Repub- 
licans and President Truman seems to have been averted, at least for the present 


crisis. 


And a good thing for the country it is.

national unity resulted from the second, sober thought among Republicans about 
the rampage they went on last week against Secretary of State Dean Acheson.

here to the unwisdom of the movement started in the Senate last week for a formal demand for 


removal of our Secretary of State. 


That movement broke out, most unpropitiously, as the sec- 


retary was in the midst of delicate and difficult discussions with the Prime Minister of our chief 


ally in the world today—Great Britain. 


On its part, the Administration helped in the 
restoration of a united front by the personal ap- 
pearance of Secretary Acheson before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to explain what 
transpired in the conferences with British Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee, and by Mr. Truman’s 
own conciliatory overtures. 


He made known his earnest desire for 
unity at this time and expressed his personal 
intention to consult Republicans. This was 
followed by including their congressional 
leaders in invitations to a midweek confer- 
ence he called to discuss economic phases of 
the present emergency. 


Governor Dewey’s call for unity cooled off Re- 
publicans who were bent upon serving the Presi- 
dent a formal ultimatum, on behalf of the party, 
for dismissal of Acheson. This was being pro- 
moted, surprisingly by Senator Ives of New York, 
known as a Close associate of Governor Dewey, 
and the Governor thus disassociated himself from 
this adventure. \ 


It had gone pretty far—to the point, as a mat- 
ter of fact, where Republicans seemed determined 
to seek a dominant voice in direction of foreign 
policy. Senator Ives had prepared the draft, had 
presented it to the Republican Policy Committee 
of the Senate, of which Senator Taft of Ohio is 
chairman, and had been delegated chairman of a 
committee of four to prepare a formal draft to be 
submitted this week to the Republican confer- 
ence that includes all party members in the 
Senate. ° 


The policy committee warily side-stepped the 
issue on the ground of jurisdiction and referred 
it to the Republican conference. All of this ac- 
tivity, with the usual publicity that it naturally 
attracted, was going on during the Truman-Attlee 
conferences. 

When the Ives’ committee of four met on Mon- 
day of this week, after Governor Dewey had 
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spoken out, it began to edit down the proposed 
draft by eliminating the demand for the Secre- 
tary of State’s resignation. This seemed to re- 
duce its chore to some sort of general criticism 
of Administration policy. Meanwhile, the meet- 
ing of the Republican conference, tentatively 
scheduled for Tuesday, was postponed. It was 
clear that as graceful a retreat as possible under 
the circumstances was under way. 


Aside from the indiscreet nature of Re- 
publican tactics from the point of national 
interest in a crisis, it was recognized by some 
Republican leaders that what was developing 
was not very smart politics. For the party 
was seeking to encroach on the responsibility 
and prerogatives of the President in conduct 
of foreign affairs. 


That would impose responsibility upon the 
minority party that might become embarrassing. 
For Republicans themselves are divided on what 
our policy should be, and this would be more 
clearly revealed than now if they pushed too far. 


It is still somewhat of a mystery how the Re- 
publican Party in the Senate got itself into an 
exposed and vulnerable position from which it 
had to withdraw, except that the last election has 
had a very heady effect that seems to increase 
rather than subside. It may be recalled that on 
the deepening of the Korean crisis of a couple of 
weeks ago Republicans quieted down about Sec- 
retary Acheson, some making public statements 
about the need for unity, and there seemed to be 
general agreement that they would cease firing. 


Then, all of a sudden, the guns began to bark 
in a fusillade along a company front, so to speak, 
just when President Truman and Prime Minister 
Attlee and Secretary Acheson sat down together 
in one of the most important conferences since 
the end of the Second World War. 


It’s good that calmer counsels now seem to 
prevail.

And that he does daily. Ollie Reeves is probably the

most prolific and versatile of writers of verse, producing a rhyme a day. 


Where does he get his material? From the 
news of the press, from the man in the street, 
from members of his own family. He has an 
eye for the whimsical and ridiculous, and has 
the happy faculty of seeing and putting humor 
into every situation with a dash of down to 
earth, homespun philosophy. He gives to the 
tired and harassed old world what it needs, a 
good tonic of laughter to start the day. 


But that is not why he is poet laureate 
of Georgia. Yet half the State does not see 
or know that other self—that self that is 
keyed to a minor note. 


We heard him recently as luncheon guest 
speaker before a distinguished group. There 
among interested listeners,-he was his other self. 
He read his more serious poems; lilting poems 
about starlight and limpid streams and gossamer 
dreams. And there was a tender poem to his 
parents, who wore no regal diadems, nor royal 
ribbons across their breast, but who with simple 


faith and guidance true gave him a heritage of 


royal birth. 

And there was a sweeping and majestic poem, 
a tribute to Georgia, the State that has honored 
him as her poet laureate. He wrote of ancient 
parchments of her early history when she was a 
‘place of refuge and of hope. He wrote of her 
coastal plains and shore-washed sands, and the 
winds whispered music like aeolian harps among 


her pines. He praised her valiant sons and — 


daughters, and glorified our State. The poem 
was set to music by one of Atlanta’s accom- 


plished and well-known musicians, Mrs. Andrew 
Marshall, who caught the tempo of the lines, 
from the early beat of the Indian tom-toms to 
the echo of the peaceful vales and everlast- 
ing hills. 


That poem was the work of our poet laureate. 
That was the other self of Ollie Reeves, the 
maker of humorous and philosophic rhymes. 
And once we heard him play. He does not pro- 
fess to be a technical musician, but he is a mu- 


sician at heart. Among a group of congenial 


friends he almost unconsciously touched the 
piano keys as though playing to himself. And 
as we listened we noticed that everything he 
played was in a minor key, a wistful strain. He, 
who mekes his readers laugh and chuckle over 
his witty rhyme a day, is keyed to a minor note. 
He admitted it when he was reminded. “But,” 
he said, “we must laugh; it keeps us from going 
crazy. ” 


We all need that other self to balance us, 
and to make us more understanding. We 
need the changing moods as we need the 
~hangiug seasons. 


Among the things for which we should be 
thankful is that unique gift of the other self. A 
life of only spice and laughter could grow 
monotonous and vapid. And a constant vale of 
tears would be unbearable. We need the Sum- 
mer sun, the Winter snow, the sunshine and 
the rain, the minor Key, the joyous note to make 
a sweet refrain.

Freedom of the Press in Early Georgia 


Conniving politicians and a free press 
have always mixed like oil and water. In 
1828, the Indians published a newspaper in 
Gordon County at New Echota, capital of the 
Cherokee Nation. It was Known as The 
Cherokee Phoenix, and was edited by Elias 
Boudinot, who was educated in a Connecti- 
cut mission school. The paper, printed in 
both English and the Cherokee syllabary, made 
remarkable progress in educating the Indians. 


In 1834, in violation of the Constitution of 
the United States, the paper was ruthlessly 
suppressed by Georgia authorities because it 
printed the truth about the intolerable con- 
ditions under which the Indians were forced 


to live, and objected to the tribe’s “death 
march” to the West, and the appropriation 
of the natives’ land and homes by the State. 
The last issue was that of May 31, 1834.

The patient should be care- 
fully protected from infection. 
Visitors with colds and children 
who may bring in _ infection, 
should not be admitted. “No 
kissing” is imperative, and good 
general care is important. 

A cleansing bath should be 
encouraged regularly. And the 
patient’s position’ should be 
changed often to relieve pres- 
sure to bony prominences. Gen- 
tle massage is necessary and 
the patient should be protected 
against dryness of skin. 

The convalescent needs com- 
fortable, warm soft garments. 
Pretty jackets and gowns are 
great morale boosters. 

Fresh air is a necessity. So 
is a change of scenery if pos- 
sible. 

At the beginning of the ill- 
ness, visitors should be allowed 
only for short periods, and dis- 
turbing people should be kept 
out of the sick room. 

Always one should take care 
that the patient does not over- 
tax his strength, suffer a re- 
lapse or contract a new illness. 
And one must guard against 
the illness becoming chronic.
